High Court 
Rules on 
Liquor Coses 


, Little Rock, Dec. 1 — (IP) —The 
1B47 act prohibiting possession of 
more than one gallon of liquor in 
dry territory 
is 
not 
applicable 
where possession 
of 
a 
smaller 


quantity "is for the purpose of sale 
m violation of law", the supreme 
court declared today. 


The decision affirmed 
a Craig- 
head Circuit Court judgment up- 
holding a 1250 Justice of the Peace 
court fine against Art Jaynes of 
Caraway on a charge of possess- 
ing intoxicating liquor for sale in 
drv territory. 


; Jaynes was charged with posses- 
sion of three quarts of wine and 
one pint of whiskey and contend- 
ed that 
under 
Act 91 if 1947 he 


was not in violation of ffle law. 


Act 9] provides thai 'it shall be 
unlawful x x x to possess in any 
county in which it is unlawful to 
manufacture, well, barter, loan or 
give . away 
intoxicating 
liquors, 
more than one irallon of spiriuos 
vinous or malt liquors." 


The high court held that 
this 
statute has no application where 
possession of a quantiy of intox- 
icating liquor, less than a gallon, 
is for the purpose of sale in viola- 
tion of law." 


In another case involving pos- 
session of intoxicating liquor in a 
dry 
county, the 
court ordered 


54 1-2 pinls of whiskey, confiscated 
in Nevada county, destroyed. 
The decision reversed an order 


of the Nevada Circuit Court which 
directed return of the 
liquor 
to 


Flnyd Jones from whom it 
was 
taken. 


Jones entered a plea of guilty 
to possessing licaior for sale in dry 
territory and the Prescott mayor 
ordered the confiscated liquor de- 
stroyed. Jones 
filed 
a 
replivin 


suit and the circuit court ordered 
the liquor returned. 


The supreme court held Act 423 


of 1947, which directs confiscated 
liquor 
to be 
turned over to the 


revenue commissioner, was not in 
effect at that time, and holding 
the mayor properly ordered de- 
struction, 
reversed 
the 
circuit 


court 
judgment 
and 
dismissed 
Jones' action. 


The court also affirmed the Sa- 
'me circuit court sentence of life 
imprisonment for Charlie "Boots" 
Willis, convicted 
on 
charges 
of 


rape and incest against his 15-year 
olri daughter. 


Because the plaintiff failed to of- 


fer any evidence of his intention 
to become a bona fide resident of 
Arkansas, the court 
reversed 
a 


Garland Chancery decree avvard- 
:ne Joseph Newton Swanson a di- 
vorce from Maudie Fronkier Swan- 
son.

while Arkansas courts have jur- 


isdiction

Light rays of greatest benefit, 


from a health standpoint, are the 
ultra violet rays, which make up 
about 7 per cent 
of 
the sun's 
waves. The number which 
reach 


the earth varies with the season 
and the condition of the atmos- 
phere. Most come through when 
the sky is clear and the sun is 
directly overhead. 


In the wintertime, smoke, dust 


,and fog block ultra violet light, 
'as it lacks penetrating 
power. 


Was, 
too, filters them out. When 


we sit Indoors near a window on 
a bright day and soak up sun, it 
is only the infra-red rays which 
come through. Ultra violet radia- 
tion is reduced in cold weather 
to one-tenth the amount which rea- 
ches the same spot in the summer. 


Ultra violet light helps the body 


utilize 
the 
calcium 
and phos- 


phorus in the food, but the same 
effects can be obtained by taking 
vitamin D. The rays also stimu- 
late some of the body functions. 


Rickets is the o n l y disease 


which is prevented or cured by 
sunlight. It is most apt to de- 
velop 
during 
periods 
o f j rapid 


growth, especially in young chil- 
dren. Fall and winter babies, in 
northern ..climates, need extra vita- 
min D to make up for sunlight 
deficiency. 


Sunlight and vitamin D are not 


of value in preventing colds, win- 
ter or summer, and the employ- 
ment of sun lamps or vitamins 
for this purpose is useless. Acne— 
common 
pimples— and psoriasis 


usually become worse in the win- 
tertime, 
probably 
from lack of 


sunshine, 
and 
require 
special 
treatments. 


Lamps Aid Relaxation 
Body exposure 
to sun lamps 


helps 
to 
promote 
relaxation,

Light rays of greatest benefit, 


from a health standpoint, are the 
ultra violet rays, which make up 
about 7 per cent 
of 
the sun's 
waves. The number which 
reach 


the earth varies with the season 
and the condition of the atmos- 
phere. Most come through when 
the sky is clear and the sun is 
directly overhead. 


In the wintertime, smoke, dust 


,and fog block ultra violet light, 
'as it lacks penetrating 
power. 


Was, 
too, filters them out. When 


we sit Indoors near a window on 
a bright day and soak up sun, it 
is only the infra-red rays which 
come through. Ultra violet radia- 
tion is reduced in cold weather 
to one-tenth the amount which rea- 
ches the same spot in the summer. 


Ultra violet light helps the body 


utilize 
the 
calcium 
and phos- 


phorus in the food, but the same 
effects can be obtained by taking 
vitamin D. The rays also stimu- 
late some of the body functions. 


Rickets is the o n l y disease 


which is prevented or cured by 
sunlight. It is most apt to de- 
velop 
during 
periods 
o f j rapid 


growth, especially in young chil- 
dren. Fall and winter babies, in 
northern ..climates, need extra vita- 
min D to make up for sunlight 
deficiency. 


Sunlight and vitamin D are not 


of value in preventing colds, win- 
ter or summer, and the employ- 
ment of sun lamps or vitamins 
for this purpose is useless. Acne— 
common 
pimples— and psoriasis 


usually become worse in the win- 
tertime, 
probably 
from lack of 


sunshine, 
and 
require 
special 
treatments. 


Lamps Aid Relaxation 
Body exposure 
to sun lamps 


helps 
to 
promote 
relaxation,

American aid should not be used 


to further nationalization of Euro- I 
pean industry, says the National 
Association of Manufacturers. In a 
set of recommendations presented 
to President Truman, tht NAM also 
urges 
that existing state 
enter- 


prises should be freed of political 
control, and that American dollars 


, be given to "private competitive 
* enterprises" 
in the participating 


foreign countries rather than to 
governments or their agencies. 


These 
recommendations 
may 


seem to bind the whole program of 
aid with some rather tight strings. 
But they do tackle a question which 
must be faced, and which is likely 
to increase in importance as Sec- 
retary Marshall's proposal moves 
from the planning to the opera- 
tional stage, 


The most obvious weakness of 
aid .-.restrictions, is that they--would 


** give the-Ruasiaii pwpfife&ridavl%uns 


a supply of fresh ammunition. Of 
course, the Soviet government will 
keep on attacking our aid program 
anyway. But controls, such as the 
NAM proposes, would tend to sup-' 
port the Russian charges that the 
Marshall Plan's purpose is to dic- 
tate the domestic economic poli- 
cies of western European govern- 
ments. 


In the case of England, the voters 


chose a government, by a large 
majority, with pledged itself to a 


A, limited program of state social- 
* ism. If the American government 


should follow the NAM suggestions, 
it would withhold aid from the 
nationalized British coal industry, 
which is one of the weakest links 
in that country's industrial eco- 
nomy an.d badly in need of assist- 
ance. 


At the same time, it would be 


unwise for this government 
to 


pour money and goods into Europe 
without any control over their use. 
As Harold Stasscn has pointed out, 


f 


the protection and promotion 
of 


individual liberties is also a part 
of the American policy of assist- 
ance. 


Thus far, nationalized industry 


has not solved the postwar prob- 
lems of any country seeking Amer- 
ican aid. If that aid should be used 
to extend state 
socialism, and, 


if, under a broader socialistic pro- 
gram, Europe's plight should grow 
even worse, nobody would win. 


Besides 
preserving 
individual 


freedom, the main purposes 
of

our European aid program are to 
relieve immediate physical hard- 
ship and promot long-range econo- 
mic recovery, without weakening 
ourselves. 
The concern is with 
people, not theories, 


So it seems to us that'American 


goods and money should not be 
used to capitalize new socialistic 
enterprises that have no guarantee 
of success. At the same time it 
does not seern right ot withhold 
aid from nationalized

now in existence, or to give arbi- 


n trary preference to private con- 
s'' corns in every case. 


The chief administrative problem 


likely may 
be to avoid giving 


European Communists propaganda 
material that non-Communists will 
believe, and at the same time

Italy Staves

Rome, Dec. 2 — (/P) —The Italian 


government'staved off 
a nation- 


wide strike of city employes today 
by agreeing to furnish municipal 
governments enough money to pay 
promised wage increases. 


It also announced settlement of 


a political dispute in Milan, where 
Leftists almost seized power Fri- 
day in vehement and forcible pro- 
tests against replacement of the 
prefect (governor of Milan Porv- 
mce) Ettore Troilo, a Leftist.
